21.  The  elective  officers  must  be  installed 
in  person;  any  ajjpointed  officer  not  being 
present  may  be  installed  by  proxy.  An  officer

-served  one  or  more  terms,  need  not  be  re-installed 
therein. 

22.  Each  officer  duly  elected  or  appointed 
and  installed  shall  hold  office  until  his  successor 
IS  duly  elected  or  appointed  and  installed.

of  the  Grand  Lodge,  also  those  which  apper- 
tain   to   every   individual    Mason,    as    well   as 
those  which  are  purely  traditional  and  there- 
fore  unwritten,   the   duties   of   the    Worshipful 
Master  are:     To  preserve  the   Charter  of  the 
Lodge   with   unfailing  care,   and   to  deliver  it 
to   his   successor  in   office.      To   claim   of   the 
other  officers  at  any  time  advice  and  assistance 
on  any  business  relative  to  the  craft.     To  re- 
present  the    Lodge,    in    conjunction    with   the 
Senior   and   Junior    Wardens,    at  all   the   com- 
munications of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Al- 
berta.    To  sign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer, 
but  not  without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge.     To 
appoint    all    committees    except    as    otherwise 
provided.     To  see  that  all  unmasonic  conduct 
that  comes  to  his  knowledge  be  faithfully  dealt 
with    according    to    the    C'onstitution    of    the 
Grand  Lodge  and   the    by-laws   of   the    Lodge. 
To   preside   at   the   burial  service   of   deceased 
Master  Masons.     To  fill  vacancies  by  })ro  tern, 
appointments.       To     convene    the     Lodge    by 
emergent    meetings    whenever    there   shall   ap- 
pear to  him  good  reasons  therefor,  seven  clear 
days'  notice  to  be  given  to  the  members,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  funeral  emergents.    To  see  that 
his    successor    in    office    is    properly    installed. 
To  see  that  worthy  visitors  from  other  Lodges 
have  courteous  attention  and  welcome   to  the 
Lodge.     To  give,  in  addition  to  his  proper  vote, 
the  casting  vote  at  any  time  in  case  of  a  tie. 
To    decide   all    questions   of   order,    subject   to 
an  appei.I  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 


24.  The  Senior  and  Junior  Warden.^:  The 
Wardens  shall  assist  the  Worshipful  Master  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  in  his  absence 
the  Senior  Warden  or  in  his  absence  the  Junior 
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Warden  shall  rule  the  Lodge,  but  not  confer 
degrees.  The  Wardens  may  invite  a  Past 
Master  to  officiate  as  Master.  It  shall  also 
be  the  duty  of  the  Junior  Warden  to  take 
cognizance  of  all  complaints  made  by  brethren 
of  un  masonic  conduct  and  irregularity  in 
member.s,  and  bring  the  same  before  the  Lodge 
if  in  his  opinion  necessary.  Provided  this 
shall  not  be  a  bar  to  any  Brother  bringing  his 
complaint  directly  before  the  Lodge  on  the 
neglect  or  refusal  of  the  Junior  Warden. 

25.  The  Treasurer:  The  Treasurer  shall 
have  in  charge  the  funds  of  the  Lodge  and 
shall  deposit  the  same  in  a  chartered  bank  (to 
be  designated  by  the  Lodge)  to  the  credit  of 
the  Lodge,  and  shall  discharge  all  orders 
which  have  been  duly  signed  by  the  Worship- 
ful Master  and  the  Secretary,  by  cheoue  count- 
ersigned by  the  Worshipful  Master.  *  He  shall 
keep  regular  and  accurate  accounts  of  all 
monies  received  and  paid  by  him  on  account 
of  the  Lodge,  so  as  to  exhibit  the  amount  of 
cash  in  his  possession,  which  accounts  shall 
be  produced  at  any  meeting  of  the  Lodge  for 
inspection,  at  the  request  of  the  W.  M.  or  the 
Lodge.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  in 
detail   to   the    Lodge    at   the   regular   meeting

or   oftener   if  required   by 

the  Worshipful  Master  or  the  Lodge  and  shall 
immediately  transfer  the  balance  in  favor  of 
the  Lodge,  and  all  books  in  his  possession  to 
his  successor  in  office  upon  his  successor's 
installation.

To 
furnish   dimits,   etc.,    duly   signed    and   sealed 
yy  order  of  the  Lodge.     To  notify  the  Lodges 
in  the  district  and  the  Grand  Secretary  prompt- 
ly  of   all   suspensions    and   rejections    by    the 
Lodge.      To    prepare    a    balance    sheet    of    all 
accounts  of  the  members,  and  a  roll  of  all  who 
are  entitled  to  a  vote;  likewise,  annually,  an  offi- 
cial  statement   of   his   own    account   with    the 
Lodge.     The  Secretary  shall  promptly  dehver 
to  his  successor  in  office  all  the  books,  papers, 
vouchers,   etc.,    in   his   possession    having   any 
reference  to  the  business  of  his  office.     All  pe- 
titions   and    documents    of    every     character 
handed   to   the   Secretary  on    the   business   of 
the  Lodge  shall  be  filed  for  preservation,  and 
kept  in  some  safe  and  secure  place  and  deliv- 
ered up  to  the  Lodge  according  to  the  evident 
intention  of  these  by-laws.

27.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall,  if 
required  by  the  Lodge,  execute  a  good  and 
sufficient  bond  to  the  Worshipful  Master  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

28.  The  Registrar:  The  Registrar  shall  as- 
sist the  Secretary  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
and  keep  a  true  and  faithful  record  in  the 
historical  register  of  all  the  important  events 
transpiring  in  the  Lodge  throughout  the  year. 
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29.  The  Doiurons:  The  Deacons  shall  at- 
tend the  Worshipful  Master  and  his  Wardens 
in  openinK  the  Lodge  and  in  the  ceremonies 
of  conferring  the  several  degrees  upon  candi- 
dates,  and  otherwise  as  the  Worshipful  Master 
and  his  Wardens  may  direct. 

30.  Director  of  Ceremonies:  The  L  ;ector 
of  (.'eremonies  shall  see  that  the  Lodge  is 
properly  i)repared  and  that  all  Brethren  ap- 
pear m  the  Lodge  in  the  clothing  prescribed 
m  the  Constitution,  and  to  the  best  of  his 
ability  see  that  every  brother  is  placed  accord- 
ing to  his  station.  He  shall  have  the  direction 
of  processions  on  all  public  occasions. 

31.  The  Organist:  The  Organist  shall  at- 
tena  all  meetmgs  of  the  I<odge,  and  perform 
the  duties  naturally  appertaining  to  his  office 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Worshipful  Master. 
J  or  the  satisfactory  discharge  of  his  duties 
he  shall  receive  such  remuneration  as  the 
Lodge  shall  by  vote  determine. 

32.  The  Tyler:  The  Tyler  shall  attend  all 
the  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  and  tyle  the  door 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Worshipful  Master, 
for  the  satisfactory  performance  of  which 
service  he  shall  be  exempt  from  dues  and  shall 

receive  the  sum  of 

dollars  for  each  meeting  at  which  he  performs 
his  duties. 

33.  All  other  officers  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Worshipful 
Master  and  the  Wardens  not  conflicting  with

worthy  Master  Mason,  his  wife,  widow  or 
orphan  child,  or  upon  any  other  distressed 
worthy  apphcant  for  aid.

43.  Special  Committees,  except  such  as  are 
provided  for  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as 
the  Lodge  may  in  its  discretion  decide. 

44.  Special  Committees  upon  application 
for  initiation  or  membership  shall  report  at 
the  regular  meeting  one  month  subsequent  to 
their  appointment,  unless,  for  satisfactory  rea- 
sons given,  the  Lodge  should  extend  the  time 
for  mr.king  such  report.  All  other  special 
committees  shall  report  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  subsequent  to  their  appointment. 
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45.  AH  reports  of  comniittoos  shall  ho  in 
writing  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Lodge. 

46.  All  Committees,  whether  standing  or 
special  (except  the  Committee  on  Charity), 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Worshipful  Master, 
and  all  Committees  shall  be  ( .•mj)o.sed  of  Master 
Masons. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Membership — Fees  and  Dues 

47.  Petitions  for  Initiation:  A  petition  for 
initiation  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  forms  prescribed  by  Grand  Lodge  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  one  half  of  the  fee 
for  the  three  degrees. 

48.  Should  the  petitioneer  be  rejected,  the 
deposit  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him;  and 
should  he  be  accepted  and  fail  to  come  for- 
ward for  initiation  within  six  months,  his  fee 
shall  be  declared  forfeited  and  another  petition 
and  ballot  shall  be  required. 

49.  Petitions  for  Affiliation:  Petitions  for 
affiliation  with  the  Lodge  shall  be  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  form  prescribed  by  Grand 
Lodge,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit 
equivalent  to  one  year's  dues  and  be  considered 
as  such,  which  deposit  in  case  of  rejection  shall 
be  returned  to  the  petitioner. 

50.  Each  petition  when  so  presented  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  Lodge,  as  re- 
quired by  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  who  shall  diligently  enquire  into  the 
character  and   qualifications  of  the  petitioner, 
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and  make  such  a  written  report  thereon  as 
they  may  I'eem  proper  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  thereafter,  if  expedient. 

51.  Life  Membership.  Any  member  who 
has  paid  all  dues  that  may  have  accrued  against 
him  during  his  membership  ma}'  become  a 
life  member  on  payment  of  a  fee  as  follows:  — 

Over  twenty  years'  continuous  membership

Over  fifteen  years*  continuous  membership 
and  under  twenty  $ 

Over  ten  years'  continuo'^s  membership  a;id 
under  fifteen  $ 

Over  five  years'  continuous  membeiship  and

52.  A  life  member  shall  be  exempt  from 
annual  dues,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certifi- 
cate of  life  membership  as  provided  in  the 
Constitution. 

53.  All  petitions  for  life  membership  shall 
be  made  m  writing  at  a  regular  meeting,  ac- 
companied by  a  proper  fee. 

54.  Honorary  Membership.  No  brother 
shall  become  an  honorary  member  of  the 
Lodge  until  he  has  been  regularly  proposed 
and  seconded  at  one  regular  meeting  and  his 
name  been  inserted  in  ihe  notices  for  the  next 
regular  meeting,  at  which  he  must  be  elected 
by  a  three-fourths  vote. 

55.  Balloting.  No  person  shall  be  initiated 
in  or  become  a  member  of  this  Lodge  if,  on 

the  ballot  being  taken black  balls 

shall  be  found  against  him. 
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50.  Fees.  The  fees  for  the  three  degrees 
shall  be  $ ,  which  amount  shall  in- 
clude fees  for  Grand  Lodge  registration,  a 
Grand  Lodge  certificate,  a  copy  of  thj  Con- 
stitution, and  a  copy  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
Lodge. 

57.  For  a  Brother  who  has  been  initiated 
or  initiated  and  passed,  in  some  other  regular 
Lodge,  and  who  desires  to  oe  passed  and 
raised  or  raised  in  this  Lodge  for  each  degree 

so   conferred,   $ pavable  in   advance. 

This  is  not,  however,  intended  to  prevent  the 
Lodge  fropi  c^nf erring  degrees  on  a  Brother 
free  of  charge  at  the  request  of  the  Lodge  in 
which  he  was  initiated. 

58.  For  a  Lodge  emergency  called  at  the 
request  and  for  the  accommodation  of  a  can- 
didate for  any  one  of  the  degrees  in  addition 
to  all  otbor  fees  $ 

59.  Dues.  The  annual  dues  of  eaeh  mem- 
ber    oxcept    the    Secretary    and    Tyler,    who 

shall  be  exempt)  shall  be  $ which  shall 

accrue  from  date  of  initiation  or  election  as  a 
member  by  affiliation,  and  shall  be  payable 
half  yearly  on  or  before  the  24th  of  June  and 
27th  of  December. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Suspension  for  Non-Payment  of  Dues 

60.  In  case  the  dues  of  a  member  remain 
unpaid  for  twelve  months  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  Masonic  half  year  in  which  the 
same  became  due,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Lodge  to  read  out  the  name 
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of  such  member  in  default,  after  which  a 
special  summons  to  appear  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  oi  th*^  Lodge,  and  show  cause  why 
he  should  no;,  oe  suspended,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  dues  remaining 
unpaid,  shall  be  sent  to  such  member;  such 
summons  shall  be  deemed  duly  served  if  mailed 
to  him  registered,  or  delivered  to  the  last 
known  address  of  such  member.  Should  the 
Brother  in  default  fail  to  appear  at  the  ap- 
pointed time,  or  appearing  fail  to  pay  his  dues 
or  fail  to  give  the  Lodge  a  satisfactory  reason 
for  his  delinrueacy,  and  procure,  to  be  granted 
by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge,  a  further  specified 
time  for  such  payment,  then  the  Worshipful 
Master  shall  formally  declare  him  suspended 
from  the  privileges  of  Masonry;  L  it  payment 
of  dues  at  the  appointed  time,  or  such  other 
specified  time,  shall  discontinue  further  pro- 
ceedings. 


ol.  If  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  sus- 
pension the  delinquent  Brother  shall  pay  the 
amount  due  at  the  date  of  suspension,  the 
Master  shall  without  ^  vote  of  the  Lodge  de- 
clare him  reinstated,  which  fact  shall  be  en- 
tered upon  the  record.^  and  entitle  him  to  full 
membership  in  the  Lodge. 


62.  If  such  payment  is  not  made  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  suspension  he  can  only 
be  reinstated  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Lodge 
upon  a  petition  thereof.  The  petition  must  be 
presented  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge 
and  must  not  be  acted  upon  before  the  next 
regular  meeting  thereafter,  notice  of  such  pe- 
tition having  been  ins*»'*ted  in  the  notice  calHng 


is 
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such  ineetinR.  On  petition  then-  netMl  bo  no 
recommendation  nor  committee  of  investigation 
appointed, 

63.  If  snoh  dues  are  paid  uitli  a  view  to 
restoration,  and  restoration  refiwed  by  u 
vote  of  the  Lodge,  the  monev  so  j)aid  shall 
be  refunded. 

04.  All  petitions  for  restoration  must  be 
accompanied  by  amount  of  dues  in  ufears  at 
viate  of  suspension,  or  such  other  sum  as  the 
Lodge  by  resolution  deeidc  to  accept. 

t>5.  A  Mason  under  suspen.sion  is  not  en- 
titled to  receive  Masonic  charity  or  Masonic? 
burial. 

66.  No  Lodge  dues  shall  accrue  against  a 
Mason  during  his  term  of  suspen.sion. 

67.  The  amount  of  each  member's  dues  to 
the  end  of  the  current  half  year  shall  be  m- 
serfed  in  the  notices  of  regular  meetin'  .^  at 
lea.^t  once  in  every  two  months. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Property 

*u^^T  A^*  property  of  any  kind  belonging  to 
the  Lodge,  when  not  incorporated,  shall  be 
vested  m  the  Master  and  Warden.;  for  the 
time  bemg,  who  shall  persona'ly  inspect  the 
same  before  their  installation  and  at  frequent 
intervals  during  their  term  of  office. 

69.     The   Worshipful    Master  shjill  see   that 
a    correct   inventory    of    the    property    of    the 
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IahIuv.  is  k<'pt  ill  ;i  hook  providt'd  for  that 
nurposf,  and  that  tho  Lodjjr  is  fully  protoctrd 
ny  insurance  against  firo. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

Withdrawals 

70.  Any  incnilxM'  in  j^ood  standing  and 
wliose  flues  are  paid  may  withdraw  from  the 
liodge  at  any  time  by  making  written  appli- 
cation at  a  rcKular  meeting  and  he  shall  re- 
ceive a  dimit  as  provided  in  the  (Constitution. 

ARTICLE  Vm. 
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Alteration  of  Bylaws 

71.  Any  action  of  the  Crand  Lodge  or  edict 
of  the  CJrand  Master  which  may  conflict  with 
any  part  of  these  By-laws  shall  Mave  the  effect 
of  an  amendment  without  an>  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Lodge. 

72.  These  By-laws  or  any  part  thereof  may 
be  amended  or  repealed  or  others  substituted 
in  their  8tead,  by  a  notice  of  motion  given  at 
a  regular  meeting,  which  shall  be  entered  on 
the  minutes  and  inserted  in  the  notices  for 
the  next  regular  meeting,  when  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  come  before  the  Lodge  for 
<liscu8sion.  The  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
adoption  of  such  amendment,  repeal  or  altera- 
tion, which  must  then  be  submitted  to  the 
Grand  Master  for  his  approval  before  it  be- 
comes law. 


20  STANDARD  CODE  OF  BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Signing    By-laws 

73.  These  By-laws  when  fairly  written  in 
a  book  shall  be  signed  by  the  Worshipful 
Master  and  Secretary,  and  shall  have  the  seal 
of  the  Lodge  affixed.  Each  Brother  is  required 
to  sign  them  at  the  time  of  his  initiation  as 
a  declaration  of  submission  thereto,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  dehvered  to  each  member  free 
of  charge. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Rules  of  Order 

74.  No  motion  shall  be  open  for  discussion 
until  stated  to  the  Lodge  by  the  Worshipful 
Master.  All  motions  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  votes  unless  otherwise  provided. 
The  votes  of  the  members  are  given  by  each 
holding  out  bis  right  hand,  and  shall  be  counted 
by  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Deacons,  unless 
the  numbers  should  be  so  unequal  as  to  render 
counting  unnecessary. 

75.  Every  Brother,  when  speaking,  siiall 
address  himself  to  the  Worshipful  Master, 
and  no  Brother  shall  speak  more  than  t\yice 
on  the  same  question,  unless  in  explanation, 
or  the  mover  in  reply.  No  visitor  shall  speak 
to  any  question  without  leave  of  the  Worship- 
ful Master,  nor  shall  he  on  any  occasion  be  al- 
lowed to  vote;  during  his  continuance  m  the 
Lodge  he  shall  be  subject  to  its  by-laws. 

76.  On  a  point  of  order  being  raised  while 
a  Brother  is  speaking,  or  when  called  to  order 
by   the   Worshipful   Master,   he  shall   at  once 
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take  his  seat,  when  the  point  of  order  shall  be 
stated  by  the  Brother  objecting;  the  Worship- 
ful Master  shall  decide  thereon  without  debate, 
after  which  the  Brother  may  proceed.  No 
amendment  to  a  motion  shall  be  in  order  after 
an  amendment  to  an  amendment. 

77.  All  notices  of  motion  shall  be  in  writing 
and  the  Secretary  may  require  any  motion  to 
be  made  in  writing. 

78.  No  member  or  visiting  Brother  shall 
disclose  or  make  known  by  any  means  what- 
soever out  of  this  Lodge,  any  of  the  proceed- 
ings or  any  of  the  decisions  or  business  of 
anv  kind  transacted  within  the  Lodge,  to  any- 
one not  a  Mason,  or  no  member  or  visitor 
shall  presume  in  open  Lodge,  either  at  labor 
or  refreshment,  to  make  use  of  any  profane, 
irreverent  or  improper  expressions  or  senti- 
ments, or  to  introduce  any  conversation  or  re- 
marks tending  to  cause  a  difference  of  opinion 
on  national,  poUtical  or  religious  subjects,  under 
the  penalty,  if  a  member,  of  severe  censure 
and  reprimand,  and  if  a  visiting  Brother,  of 
not  again  being  permitted  to  visit  this  Lodge 
until  after  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Lodge 
for  that  purpose.  On  the  initiation  of  each 
candidate,  and  on  the  joining  of  each  brother, 
the  Worshipful  Master  shall  cause  this  article 
to  be  read,  so  that  no  Brother  ever  after  shall 
plead  ignorance.
